(c) QUALIFYING LEGISLATION.—The Chairman of 23

the Committee on the Budget of the Senate may make 24
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adjustments authorized under subsection (a) for legisla-1

tion containing provisions that— 2

(1) amend or supersede the system for updating 3

payments made under subsections 1848 (d) and (f) 4

of the Social Security Act, consistent with section 5

7(c) of the Statutory Pay-As-You-Go Act of 2010 6

(Public Law 111–139); 7

(2) amend the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, 8

in order to establish a single, flat tax rate of 17 per-9

cent consistent with section 7(d) of the Statutory 10

Pay-As-You-Go Act of 2010; and 11

(3) extend relief from the Alternative Minimum 12

Tax for individuals under sections 55–59 of the In-13

ternal Revenue Code of 1986, consistent with section 14

7(e) of the Statutory Pay-As-You-Go Act of 2010.

In the Senate, all committees are directed to review 24

programs and tax expenditures within their jurisdiction to 25
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identify waste, fraud, abuse or duplication, and increase 1

the use of performance data to inform committee work. 2

Committees are also directed to review the matters for 3

congressional consideration identified on the Government 4

Accountability Office’s High Risk list reports. Based on 5

these oversight efforts and performance reviews of pro-6

grams within their jurisdiction, committees are directed 7

to include recommendations for improved governmental 8

performance in their annual views and estimates reports 9

required under section 301(d) of the Congressional Budg-10

et Act of 1974 to the Committees on the Budget. 11

SEC. 312. APPLICATION AND EFFECT OF CHANGES IN ALLO-12

CATIONS AND AGGREGATES. 13

(a) APPLICATION.—Any adjustments of allocations 14

and aggregates made pursuant to this resolution shall— 15

(1) apply while that measure is under consider-16

ation; 17

(2) take effect upon the enactment of that 18

measure; and 19

(3) be published in the Congressional Record as 20

soon as practicable. 21

(b) EFFECT OF CHANGED ALLOCATIONS AND AG-22

GREGATES.—Revised allocations and aggregates resulting 23

from these adjustments shall be considered for the pur-24
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poses of the Congressional Budget Act of 1974 as alloca-1

tions and aggregates contained in this resolution. 2

(c) BUDGET COMMITTEE DETERMINATIONS.—For 3

purposes of this resolution the levels of new budget au-4

thority, outlays, direct spending, new entitlement author-5

ity, revenues, deficits, and surpluses for a fiscal year or 6

period of fiscal years shall be determined on the basis of 7

estimates made by the Committee on the Budget of the 8

SEC. 313. ADJUSTMENTS TO REFLECT CHANGES IN CON-10

CEPTS AND DEFINITIONS. 11

Upon the enactment of a bill or joint resolution pro-12

viding for a change in concepts or definitions, the Chair-13

man of the Committee on the Budget of the Senate may 14

make adjustments to the levels and allocations in this res-15

olution in accordance with section 251(b) of the Balanced 16

Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985 (as 17

in effect prior to September 30, 2002). 18

SEC. 314. RESCIND UNSPENT OR UNOBLIGATED BALANCES 19

AFTER 36 MONTHS. 20

(a) APPLICATION.—Any adjustments of allocations 21

and aggregates made pursuant to this resolution shall re-22

quire that any unobligated or unspent allocations be re-23

scinded after 36 months. 24
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(b) EFFECT OF CHANGED ALLOCATIONS AND AG-1

GREGATES.—Revised allocations and aggregates resulting 2

from these adjustments resulting from the required rescis-3

sions shall be considered for the purposes of the Congres-4

sional Budget Act of 1974 as allocations and aggregates 5

contained in this resolution. 6

(B) COMMITTEE ON COMMERCE, SCIENCE, 10

AND TRANSPORTATION.—The Committee on 11

Commerce, Science, and Transportation shall 12

report changes in law within its jurisdiction suf-13

ficient to reduce direct spending outlays by 14

$2,432,000,000 for the period of fiscal years 15

2013 through 2022. 16

(C) COMMITTEE ON AGRICULTURE, NUTRI-17

TION, AND FORESTRY.—The Committee on Ag-18

riculture, Nutrition, and Forestry shall report 19

changes in law within its jurisdiction sufficient 20

to reduce direct spending outlays by 21

$6,100,000,000 for the period of fiscal years 22

2013 through 2022. 23

(D) COMMITTEE ON ENVIRONMENT AND 24

PUBLIC WORKS.—The Committee on Environ-25
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ment and Public Works shall report changes in 1

laws within its jurisdiction sufficient to reduce 2

direct spending outlays by $3,422,000,000 for 3

the period of fiscal years 2013 through 2022. 4

(E) COMMITTEE ON HEALTH, EDUCATION, 5

LABOR, AND PENSIONS.—The Committee on 6

Health, Education, Labor, and Pensions shall 7

report changes in laws within its jurisdiction 8

sufficient to reduce direct spending outlays by 9

$1,584,000,000,000 for the period of fiscal 10

years 2013 through 2022. 11

(F) COMMITTEE ON FINANCE.—The Com-12

mittee on Finance shall report changes in laws 13

within its jurisdiction sufficient to reduce direct 14

spending outlays by $3,473,634,000,000 for the 15

period of fiscal years 2013 through 2022. 16

(G) COMMITTEE ON ENERGY AND NAT-17

URAL RESOURCES.—The Committee on Energy 18

and Natural Resources shall report changes in 19

laws within its jurisdiction sufficient to reduce 20

direct spending outlays by $7,818,000,000 for 21

the period of fiscal years 2013 through 2022. 22

(b) SUBMISSION OF REVISED ALLOCATIONS.—Upon 23

the submission to the Committee on the Budget of the 24

Senate of a recommendation that has complied with its 25
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reconciliation instructions solely by virtue of section 1

310(c) of the Congressional Budget Act of 1974, the 2

chairman of that committee may file with the Senate re-3

vised allocations under section 302(a) of such Act and re-4

vised functional levels and aggregates. 5

TITLE V—CONGRESSIONAL 6

POLICY CHANGES 7

SEC. 501. POLICY STATEMENT ON SOCIAL SECURITY. 8

It is the policy of this concurrent resolution that Con-9

gress and the relevant committees of jurisdiction enact 10

legislation to ensure the Social Security System achieves 11

solvency over the 75 year window as follows: 12

(1) The legislation must modify the Primary In-13

surance Amount formula between 2018 and 2055 to 14

gradually reduce benefits on a progressive basis for 15

works with career-average earnings above the 40th 16

percentile of new retired workers. 17

(2) The normal retirement age will increase by 18

3 months each year starting with individuals reach-19

ing age 62 in 2017 and stopping with the normal re-20

tirement age reaches the age of 70 for individuals 21

reaching the age of 62 in 2032. 22

(3) The earliest eligibility age will be increased 23

by 3 months per year starting with individuals 24

reaching age 62 in 2021 and will stop with the 25
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reaches age 64 for individuals reaching the age 62 1

in 2028 or later. 2

SEC. 502. POLICY STATEMENT ON MEDICARE. 3

It is the policy of this concurrent resolution that Con-4

gress and the relevant committees of jurisdiction enact 5

legislation to ensure a reduction in the unfunded liabilities 6

of Medicare as follows: 7

(1) Enrolls seniors in the same health care plan 8

as Federal employees and Members of Congress, 9

similar to the Federal Employee Health Benefits 10

Plan (FEHBP). 11

(2) Beginning on January 1, 2014, the Director 12

of the Office of Personnel Management shall ensure 13

seniors currently enrolled or eligible for Medicare 14

will have access to Congressional Health Care for 15

Seniors Act. 16

(3) Prevents the Office of Personnel and Man-17

agement from placing onerous new mandates on 18

health insurance plans, but allows the agency to con-19

tinue to enforce reasonable minimal stands for 20

plans, ensure the plans are fiscally solvent, and en-21

forces rules for consumer protections. 22

(4) The legislation must create a new ‘‘high- 23

risk pool’’ for the highest cost patients, providing a 24
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direct reimbursement to health care plans that enroll 1

the costliest 5 percent of patients. 2

(5) Ensures that every senior can afford the 3

high-quality insurance offered by FEHBP, providing 4

support for 75 percent of the total costs, providing 5

additional premium assistance to those who cannot 6

afford the remaining share. 7

(6) The legislation must increase the age of eli-8

gibility gradually over 20 years, increasing the age 9

from 65 to 70, resulting in a 3-month increase per 10

year. 11

(7) High-income seniors will be provided less 12

premium support than low-income seniors. 13

SEC. 503. POLICY STATEMENT ON TAX REFORM. 14

It is the policy of this concurrent resolution that Con-15

gress and the relevant committees of jurisdiction enact 16

legislation to ensure a tax reform that broadens the tax 17

base, reduces tax complexity, includes a consumption- 18

based income tax, and a globally competitive flat tax as 19

follows: 20

(1) This concurrent resolution shall eliminate 21

all tax brackets and have one standard flat tax rate 22

of 17 percent on adjusted gross income. The indi-23

vidual tax code shall remove all credits and deduc-24

tions, with exception to the mortgage interest deduc-25
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tion, offsetting these with a substantially higher 1

standard deduction and personal exemption. The 2

standard deduction for joint filers is $30,320, 3

$19,350 for head of household, and $15,160 for sin-4

gle filers. The personal exemption amount is $6,530. 5

This proposal eliminates the individual alternative 6

minimum tax (AMT). The tax reform would repeal 7

all tax on savings and investments, including capital 8

gains, qualified and ordinary dividends, estate, gift, 9

and interest saving taxes. 10

(2) This concurrent resolution shall eliminate 11

all tax brackets and have one standard flat tax of 12

17 percent on adjusted gross income. The business 13

tax code shall remove all credits and deductions, off-14

setting these with a lower tax rate and immediate 15

expensing of all business inputs. Such inputs shall 16

be determined by total revenue from the sale of good 17

and services less purchases of inputs from other 18

firms less wages, salaries, and pensions paid to 19

workers less purchases of plant and equipment. 20

(3) The individuals and businesses would be 21

subject to taxation on only those incomes that are 22

produced or derived, as a territorial system in the 23

United States. The aggregate taxes paid should pro-24
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vide the ability to fill out a tax return no larger than 1

a postcard. 2

TITLE VI—SENSE OF CONGRESS 3

SEC. 601. REGULATORY REFORM. 4

It is the policy of this concurrent resolution that Con-5

gress and the relevant committees of jurisdiction enact 6

legislation to ensure a regulatory reform as follows: 7

(1) APPLY REGULATORY ANALYSIS REQUIRE-8

MENTS TO INDEPENDENT AGENCIES.—It shall be 9

the policy of Congress to pass into law a require-10

ment for independent agencies to abide by the same 11

regulatory analysis requirement as those required by 12

executive branch agencies 13

(2) ADOPT THE REGULATIONS FROM THE EX-14

ECUTIVE IN NEED OF SCRUTINY ACT (REINS).—It 15

shall be the of Congress to vote on the Executive In 16

Need of Scrutiny Act, legislation that would require 17

all regulations that impose a burden greater than 18

$100 million in economic aggregate may not be im-19

plement as law unless Congress gives their consent 20

by voting on the rule. 21

(3) SUNSET ALL REGULATIONS.—It shall be the 22

policy of Congress that regulations imposed by the 23

Federal Government shall automatically sunset every 24

2 years unless repromulgated by Congress. 25
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(4) PROCESS REFORM.—It shall be the policy of 1

Congress to implement regulatory process reform by 2

instituting statutorily require regulatory impact 3

analysis for all agencies, require the publication of 4

regulatory impact analysis before the regulation is 5

finalized, and ensure that not only are regulatory 6

impact analysis conducted, but applied to the issued 7

regulation or rulemaking. 8

(5) INCORPORATION OF FORMAL RULEMAKING 9

FOR MAJOR RULES.—It shall be the policy of Con-10

gress to apply formal rulemaking procedures to all 11

major regulations or those regulations that exceed 12

$100,000,000 in aggregate economic costs. 13
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
